arms, a year of war in the 1898 style 
is about five times as expensive as 
was a yeai of war of the 1846 style. 


"No" fair comparison can be made 


between the cost of a civil war and a 
foreign war. In the nature of the 
case a civil war is far more destruc- 
tive of property and values, and, by 
reason ot its menace to the very exis- 
tence of the nation, far more expen- 
sive, because when a nation's life is 
at stake its credit is at the lowest 
point, and money can be raised only 
on the most exacting terms. 
The 


cost of our great civil conflict has 
been put down at $fi, 189,929,909, but 
that estimate includes expenses grow- 
ing out of the war, as well as the 
actual cost of the military and naval 
operations. 


"In war, as in peace, we arc doing 


things on a far more extensive scale 
than a generation or two ago. 
Com- 


pare the expenses of the war now in 
progress with our only other foreign 
war—that with Mexico fifty years 
ago—and we see the fact illustrated 
in its strongest phase."

medical supply boat, anf> not a hos- 
pital ship, it does not come under the 
provisions of article 13 of the addi- 
tional articles of the Geneva conven- 
tion. The department will authorize 
the issuing of a certilicate as to the 
character and object of the vessel, on 
evidence that she carries nothing but 
supplies for sick [or wounded, on as- 
surance from the proper authority 
that nothing but such supplies will at anc] f o u r 
any time be placed oh toard." 


The article on which the govern- 


ment based its refusal says: 


"The hospital ships which 
are 


equipped at the expense of the old 
societies recognized by the govern- 
ments signing this convention, and 
which arc furnished with a commis- 
sion emanating from the sovereign, 
who shall have given express author- 
ity for their being fitted out, and 
with a certificate from the proper 
naval authority that they have been 
placed under his control during their 
litting out and that they were then 
appropriated solely to the purpose of 
their mission shall 
be considered 


neutral, as well as the whole of their 
staff. 
They sball be recognized and 


protected by the beligerents." 


The yacht will, however, go on its 


errand of mercy, relieving the steam- 
ship State of Texas, which has been 
under charter to the Red Cross.

"It is not true that the heavy fire 


of the American ships drove us out 
of the harbor. Besides the accident to 
the Reina Mercedes we had no casual- 
ties. The dynamite shells of the Ve- 
suvius did no damage except to ter- 
rorize people. A shell did not strike 
Smith Cay at all, but hit near the base 
(sic). 


•'VvV'atrived in Santiago harbor on 


May 19. We did not know that our 
whereabouts was a secret. 
We made 


no attempt to hide or to cover up our 
plans. We simply took easy stages 
to get to Cuba. 


"It was frightfully hot in the harbor 


and we suffered greatly. We made no 
attempt to get out and did not use our 
torpedo boats, as all our machinery 
was defective and we were trying to 
repair it. 


"The 
frequent bombardments by the 


American ships resulted in quite a loss 
of life, but did little other damage. 
The batteries were not harmed to any 
extent. 


"It is not true that we dismounted 


our ship guns. The Reina Mercedes' 
guns were ill on the forts when Com- 
modore Schley arrived. 


"On Saturday, May 28, we got word 


that Schley had 
left Cienfuegos for 


Santiago and we started to get out. 
Tbe news had come too late, as'Schley 
had left a couple of his ships to act 
as decoys before Cienfuegos and in the 
meantime had come down here. 


"On Sunday morning, May 29, we 


found Schley blocking our way. 
It 


was Cervera's intention to come out
